Mr. Butts and told him that their 
boys had gone to Cleveland.

She had been told

It was the first news Mr. Butts had 
heard of the affair 


Young Butts is known to have had 


$85, 
a sum which he has saved for 


several months and had in the bank. 
Beside this Mr, Butts gave the boy 
$5 Thursday morning

The self-sacrificing desire to save 


his money, believing that he could 
not afford to lose his day's wages, 
cost Russell Lockard, aged 19, his 
life Thursday afternoon. 


When his companions urged him to 


go on the excursion to Meyers Lake 
he told them that he did not think 
he ought to go as the family has been 
laboring under a series of misfort- 
unes recently and he did not think 
he could afford to go. 


About 2 o clock while he was woik- 


ing at the lower plant of the Ameri- 
can Art Works, a huge stack of sheet 
iron, weighing about three thousand 
pounds, toppled over onto him and 
he was so badly crushed that death 
resulted about an hour and a half at 


ter the accident. It required 10 min- 
utes for his fellow-employes to re- 
move the pile of metal from his body. 
Dr. Lower was summoned but U»e 
case was helpless 
The 
dying lad 


was rushed in Wolfe's ambulance to 
the Keenan hospital where he died 
without regaining consciousnes.

on,

reaching Cheyenne. 


Mr. Roosevelt 
clenched his fist, 


pounded the -air and clinked his juws 
us he told what he will do whenever 
he has power. He said he will keep 
order and insist upon justice from 
the rich man. A good many persons 
got the Impression that T. R. spoke 
as though he were going to have 
power in the future, for he used that 
tense most ull the time. 
His utter- 


ances, however, so far as 1912 Is con- 
cerned, have not more than lightly 
suggested that he Is moving right 
ahead on his own hook. 


The colonel hasn't got far enough 


on his trip yet to allow an accurate 
estimation of his popularity in the 
west. Of course the crowds yelled 
and rooted for "Teddy" and said nice 
things right to the colonel's face, but 
they did not go wild. As the train 
would draw from the various stations 
you could catch faint booms for "our 
next president," but nothing stronger 
of that nature was forthcoming. Still 
the colonel liked It. They like him. 
And he continued to hammer away 
at corporations and mobs.
